Colonies has conclusively established the exist- 
ence of severe depression in those Colonies 
caused by a heavy fall in the price of sugar, 
which is mainly attributable to the reduction in 
the cost of production and the great increase 
in its extent during recent years. 

But this fall has been artificially stimulated 
by the system of bounties to the producers and 
manufacturers of beetroot sugar maintained in 
many European States. There are signs of a 
growing opinion in those States that this system 
is injurious to the general interests of their 
population ; and communications are now in 
progress between My Government and the 
Governments principally concerned, with a view 
to a Conference on the subject, which I trust 
may result in the abolition of the bounties. 

In the meantime, measures will be proposed 
to you for the relief of the immediate necessities 
of the West Indian Colonies, for encouraging 
other industries, and for assisting those engaged 
in sugar cultivation to tide over the present 
crisis. 

On the north-western borders of My Indian 
Empire an organised outbreak of fanaticism, 
which spread in the summer along the frontier, 
induced many of the tribes to break their engage-

The courage and endurance exhibited by My 
troops, British and Native, have overcome the 
almost insuperable difficulties of the country in 
which they were operating; but I have to 
deplore the loss of many valuable lives both 
amongst My own troops and those whose services 
were voluntarily and loyally placed at My dis- 
| posal by the Native Princes of My Indian 





Empire.

The plague, which appeared more than a year 
ago in Western India, returned in the autumn ; 
| and, although the mortality is jess alarming than 
it was at this time last year, it is still such as to 
cause anxiety. No effort will be spared by My 
Government in the endeavour both to limit its 
extent and to mitigate its effects; and I am 
confident that they will receive the loyal assist- 
| ance of My Jndian subjects in this arduous task. 
I rejoice, on the other hand, to inform you that 
the famine, which prevailed for many months 
| over several large districts, may now be said to 
'be at an end excepting within a small tract in 
| Madras ; and that there is reason to anticipate 
a prosperous year, both for agriculture and 
commerce, throughout My Indian dominions.

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1888. They considered it advisable, however, to 
examine the Secretary for Scotland as to the 
provisions of the Bill generally ; and the Chair- 
man of Ways and Means, and the Chairman of 
Committees of the House of Lords, with 
especial view to the functions which were cast 
upon them by the Bill. They also examined 
the Chairman of the Committee of Selection 
and the Counsel for Mr. Speaker. 

Your Committee specially considered the 
various proposals embodied in Government Bills | 
dealing with the subject since 1888. 

The present Bill differs from all former Bills 
in respect that it does not propose to alter the 

rocedure connected with the passing of Private 
sills. It rather seeks, in lieu thereof, to provide 
for a method of obtaining Provisional Orders, 
which shall have the same effect as Acts of 
Pariiament, in all cases whichare appropriate for 
such procedure, leaving other matters to be dealt 
with as at present by Private Bill. 

Your Committee were satisfied, by the evidence 
of the Lord Chairman and of the Chairman of 
Ways and Means, that the task of discriminating 
between subjects which could be dealt with by 
Provisional Order and those which ought to be 
dealt with by Private Bill could be easily and 
efficiently discharged by them, so long as it is 
limited to Scotland. 

By an almost unanimous decision your Com- 
mittee came to the conclusion that the scheme of 
the Bill is preferable to any scheme not embody- 
ing the Provisional Order system. 

Apart from matters of detail there remains, in 
the opinion of the Committee, only one question 
of difficulty and importance, viz., the constitution 
of the Tribunal which is to conduct the local 
inquiry provided under the Bill. 

A substantial minority of your Committee were 
of opinion that the Tribunal should be composed 
of Members of the two Houses of Parliament. 

This proposal has much to recommend it. Al- 
though the choice of Members to serve on local 
inquiries might be more restricted, your Com- 
mittee believe that the same confidence in the 
impartiality of the Tribunal which has been 
accorded in the past to Parliamentary Committees 
would be extended to a Commission so composed, 
and there would be a maintenmice of touch with 
Parliamentary tradition and feeling which would 
not fail to be of high advantage. 

On the other hand, there are various objections 
to be considered. The evidence of the Lord 
Chairman, who actsas Chairman of the Committee 
of Selection in the House of Lords, and of the 
Chairman of the Committee of Selection in the 
House of Commons, leaves it doubtful whether 
Members of the two Houses would be available 
for the conduct of local inquiries, which, in some 
cases, might be of considerable duration. Both 
of these witnesses admitted that they had made 
no special inquiry among Members, but only 
professed to give their own opinion ; your Com- 
mittee, however, believe that, as far as the House 
of Commons is concerned at least, no difficulty 
would be found in obtaining a sufficient number 
of Members both able and willing to undertake 
this service. There is also the objection that to 
detach Members for such work during the Session 
would be, so far as the Lower House is concerned, 

ractically to deprive the constituents of the 
Maker so chosen of the services of their repre- 
sentative in affairs of public importance ; while 
to relegate all inquiries to the Recess would be 
much disliked, and in the event of an Autumn 
Session be absolutely impossible, while in any 
case it would seriously impair the efficiency of the 
reform by causing inevitable delay. 

Further, it was felt that, evenif it were possible 
to secure sufficient attendance to dispose of the 
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probable supply of Scottish work, it would 
scarcely be possible to do so if the system were 
extended to other parts of the kingdom, and that, 
consequently, to employ this method in the 
present Bill was to odin a system incapable of 
extension. 

These disad vantages, in the view of the majority 
of your Committee, make it expedient to prefer 
a Tribunal formed of persons who are not neces- 
sarily Members of either House of Parliament. 

The Bill provides for the formation of a panel 
of persons from whom such a Tribunal can be 
selected. Your Committee amended the pro- 
posals of the Bill, and submit the amended clause 
as a method by which, in the view of the majority, 
a workable Tribunal can be constituted.» At the 
same time, they append to this Report alternative 
clauses under which a Tribunal would be formed, 
composed of Members of the two Houses, as 
desired by the minority of the Committee. 

Your Committee wish to emphasise the fact 
that if, for practical or constitutional reasons, 
it is not possible to secure the services of 
Members of the two Houses for the conduct of 
local inquiry, then the alternative is to devolve the 
duty on an external Tribunal. That Tribunal 
might be of a permanent character. The Bill 
prescribes a panel which is to be re-constituted 
every five years. 

In the view of your Committee it is desirable 
to avoid the stereotyping of decision upon quasi- 
judicial lines of precedent by forming a Tribunal 
which, like a Parliamentary Committee, is liable 
to change at no extended interval, and is thus 
more likely to reflect prevailing opinion. It must 
be added, however, that a minority of Members 
of the Committee was in favour of substituting 
for the proposed Tribunal a permanent body 
analogous in composition and functions to the 
Light Railways Commission, to which should be 
referred all proposals of private legislation, 
subject only to an appeal in the last resort to the 
judgment of Parliament. 

Your Committee have gone through the other 
clauses of the Bill, and have amended them with 
the object of securing the efficient working of 
the scheme. 

There is another matter kindred to the subjects 
dealt with in this Report upon which your Com- 
mittee wish to express an opinion. The annual 
sum of the fees of the two Houses, shown in 1888, 
was, onanaverage, about 60,0002, viz., 28,0007. for 
the Lords, and 32,000/. for the Commons, whilst 
the expense of both Houses in relation toprivate 
business was at that time estimated at from 
15,000/. to 20,0007. a year. The return presented 
to your Committee brings these figures up to the 
ext date, and the sum of the fees of the two 

ouses to 1897 was, on an average, 54,176/. per 
annum, whilst the expense of both Houses for 
the year 1897 in relation to private business is 
estimated at only 21,680/., showing that an 
annual profit of 32,4962. is made. Ycur Com- 
mittee strongly recommend that those who are 
responsible for fixing these fees should materially 
reduce them.

And afterwards Her Majesty’s Most Gracious 
Speech was delivered to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment by the Lord High Chancellor (in pur- 
oo of Her Majesty’s Command), as fol- 
oweth :— 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


My relations with other nations continue to 
be friendly. I have witnessed with the deepest 
sorrow the hostilities that have taken place 
between Spain and the United States, two 
nations to whom My Empire is bound by many 
ties of affection and tradition. The negotiations 
which have recently been opened give a fair 
ground for hoping that this deplorable conflict 
will speedily be brought to a termination by the 
conclusion of an honourable and enduring peace. 

Changes which have taken place in the terri- 
torial relations of other Powers with the Chinese 
Empire have induced me to conclude agreements 
by which the Harbour of Wei-hai-Wet and cer- 
tain positions adjacent to My Colony of Hong 
Kong have been leased to Me by the Emperor 
of China. I trust that these arrangements will 
conduce to the maintenance of his independence 
and the security of his Empire, and will be 
favourable to the development of the extensive 
commerce which is carried on between the people 
of Great Britain and China. 

In concert with the Emperor of Russia and 
the President of the French Republic, I have 
consented to guarantee a loan to enable the 
King of Greece to satisfy the stipulations of the 
recent Treaty of Peace between himself and the 
Sultan. The evacuation of Thessaly has, in 
pursuance of that Treaty, been duly carried into 
effect. 

After lengthened negotiations, I have had 
great satisfaction in concluding with the Govern- 
meut of the French Republic a Convention, by 
which the numerous questions of territorial and 
commercial rights in West Africa, which had 
been for years in dispute between the two 
countries, have been finally settled. 

This Convention is subject to ratification by 
the French Chambers, but, in the meantime, 
both Governments have instructed their officials 
to confine their occupation to the places and 
territories which, under the Convention, have 
been recognised as belonging to their respective 
countries. 

Arrangements have been made for the estab- 
lishment at an early date of a penny postage 
between the United Kingdom, My Dominion of 
Canada, My Colonies of Newfoundland, the 
Cape of Good Hope and Natal, and other parts 
of My Empire. 
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In certain portions of Western India, and in a 
small district of the Punjaub, the plague, though 
it has abated during the hot weather, still exists, 
and a few cases have occurred in other parts of 
the country. My Officers have done all that 
lies in their power to relieve the victims of the 
epidemic and to arrest its growth. I am thank- 
ful that bountiful harvests have been gathered 
throughout the greater part of India, and that 
the internal and external trade of the country is 
rapidly recovering from the depression caused 
by the famine of the preceding year. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


I thank you for the liberal provision which 
ou have made for the defence of My Empire. 
he sacrifices which have been asked of you are 

severe, but they are not greater than the 
exigencies of the present time require. I am 
glad to recognise the value of the provisions to 
which you have assented for incressing the 
strength and efficiency of the Army. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


I have seen with much gratification that you 
have this year added to the Statute Book an 
important measure for assimilating the local 
institutions of Ireland to those of England and 
Scotland. I trust that this valuable reform will 
tend to strengthen the bonds which unite the 
people of Great Britain and of Ireland, and to 
increase their common affection to the funda- 
mental institutions of the Realm. 

I have seen also with satisfaction that among 
the many important Bills which you have passed 
are to be found the Bill for the reconstitution of 
the University of London, the Bill for enabling 
accused persons to be heard as witnesses, and the 
Bill for preventing abuse in the patronage and 
occupation of Benefices in the Established 
Church. The principles on which these mea- 
sures rest have been vena | accepted for 
many years ; but an opportunity has not till now 
been found for passing them into law. 

I pray that the blessing of Almighty God 
may attend you. 


Then a Commission for proroguing the Parlia- Parliament 


ment was read, 
After which the Lord Chancellor said : 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


By virtue of Her Majesty’s Commission, 
under the Great Seal, to us and other Lords 
directed, and now read, we do, in Iter Majesty’s 
Name, and in obedience to Her Commands, pro- 
rogue this Parliament to Saturday the twenty- 
ninth day of October next, to be then here 
holden ; and this Parliament is accordingly pro- 
rogued to Saturday the twenty-ninth ae of 
October next.
